China 
has  about  the  same  number  of  weekly 
worshippers  as  the  USA  does,  and  they 
arepersecuted. 

Im  not  saying  the  American  church 
will  experience  what  the  Asian  church 
dora  today,  but  a  bright  tomorrow  re¬ 
quires  that  we  put  our  hope  in  God  and 
not  in  the  American  political  process. 
Not  that  we  should  abandon  politi¬ 
cal  participation,  but  spiritual  work 
is  done  on  our  knees  bMore  an  open 
Bible.

k  identity.  We  want  to  know  who  we  are 
and  all  these  pieces  of  the  past  help  answer 
ourqueatioas. 

Tod^a  kason  fa  all  about  identity  in 
Quirt,  m  fact,  for  the  next  six  w«dcs  we 
focus  on  who  we  are  in  Qirirt  and  how 
qur  whtinnalap  wUi  the  lord  affects  our 
church  life,  our  borne  life,  our  work  life,  our 
nawramity  Me,  and  our  mission  of  life. 

In  Luke  9  verse  i8  Jesus  asked  his  dis¬ 
ciples  'Who  do  the  crowds  say  that  I  am?' 
Jteua  waanT  concerned  here  about  public 
opinkai  Look  at  his  next  question  in  verse 
20.  *Wbo  do  you  say  that  I  am? 

JeauB,  to  be  sure,  was  txit  suffering 
from  m  identity  crisis  or  experiencing 
amnesia.  He  hM  not  forgotten  who  he 
was  and  what  God  had  called  him  to  do. 
On  the  contrary,  he  knew  exa^  who  he 
was.  Now  be  hM  to  help  his  disciples  tm- 
■(letrtand  who  they  were. 


The  wav  you  answer  the  question,  “Who 
fa  JesosT'bm  mote  than  theological  impli- 
cationa  far  your  life.  Your  aolue  ideirtity 
and  purpose  for  Hving  pivots  off  this  quea- 
tion  or  the  answer  you  give.  In  other  WDT^ 
if  Jesin  fa  your  Lord  and  Savior,  your  life 
wiB  reflect  that.  You  wiB  urxierrtand  that 
he  fa  God’s  son  who  was  sent  to  die  for  your 
sins.  Thus  you  wiB  realize  how  valuable  you 
are  and  hrW  mudi  God  loves  you.  Conse- 
querrtly  you 
want 
to  Ihe  a  Ikfe 
pleasing  to 
one  who 
has  done  so 
much  for 
you.  I  f 
you  believe 
Jesus  is  the  .  . 
son  of  God  — 

and  savior  of 

tile  world,  YOU  wiB  want  to  share  him  with 
others  so  they  too  can  enjoy  the  sweet  sal¬ 
vation  that  comes  to  thow  who  put  their 
faith  and  trust  in  Christ. 

Sometimes  vre  as  believers  suffer  bom 
an  identity  crisis.  We  begin  to  feel  con¬ 
demned  b^use  of  our  pM.  or  worthless 


because  of  a  demeaning  label  or  labris 
someone  has  slapped  on  us,  or  inferior  be¬ 
cause  we  haven't  aooofmiliatied  what  otfaan 
fame.  That's  when  we  nmd  to  come  back  to 
ourrtxits. 

We  should  not  attempt  to  find  our  iden¬ 
tity  in  our  feetiin  fiom  other  folks,  or  even 
in  our  aooomplishnients  or  lack  of  Who  we 
are  fa  etomalK' tied  into  who  Jesus  is.  Fkom 
Christ  alone  comes  our  identity.  And  out 
of  a  personal 
relationship 
with  the  Lord 
and  the  em¬ 
powerment 
of  the  Holy 
Spirit,  daily, 
we  live  out 
this  identity 
until  the  Lord 
comes  back 
for  as. 

Are  you  secure  in  your  personal  iden- 
titv  in  Christ?  If  you  are,  it  is  the  end  of 
allowing  the  opinions  of  others  to  influ¬ 
ence  your  behavior  and  feelings.  Arid  it 
is  the  beginning  of  bring  at  perfect  peace 
with  the  one  who  loves  vxhi  so  much  that 
he  died  a  torturous  death  on  your  behalf. 


But  understanding  who  we  are  in  Chrirt 
has  other  implications. 

In  I  »*»yai-aail— —prised  jitedls- 
dpies  by  teOing  tiiem  he  was  going  to  suf¬ 
fer  many  tiiiitp,  be  rriected  by  the  refigioie: 
leaders,  be  kined.  and  then  be  raisedliack 
to  life.  This  was  nut  at  aB  the  Messiah  they 
and  the  Jewish  nation  had  expected.  But 
then  Jesus  went  a  stm  further  and  revealed 
another  head-scratching  revelation:  they 
too  would  die. 

In  verses  23  through  26,  Jesus  explains 
what  it  means  to  te  a  foDower  of  his.  It  re¬ 
quires  a  life  centered  on  doing  tkid's  will  ■ 
instead  of  <xir  own.  It  means  taking  up  the 
cause  uf  Christ  as  our  top  priorify.  But  hear 
this.  When  vou  know  you  who  are  in  Christ, 
tiien  wMi  are  able  to.  with  eonlkleiK’e,  a«^ 
complish  what  vou  are  called  to  do  i  n  tTirist . 

So  knowing  our  Christly  iwXs  fa  impor 
tant.  It  not  01^'  tells  as  who  wc  are  but  wiict 
our  mission  fa.  Listen  to  .lesus'  pmmfae  to 
those  nxXed  in  him:  “I  am  the  vine;  you  :ire 
the  branches.  If  a  man  remains  in  me  aixT  I 
in  him,  he  wtD  bear  much  fruit;  apart  bom 
me  you  can  do  nothing."  (Jn.  15:5  Nil").

The  president's  enactment 
of  the  legislation  is  the  latest  in 
what  is  now  a  series  of  pro-life 
actions  by  his  administration: 

■  Trump  signed  an  execu¬ 
tive  order  Jan.  23  to  reinstate 
the  Mexico  City  Policy,  which 
bans  federal  binds  for  organi¬ 
zations  that  perform  or  pro 
mote  abortions  overseas. 

■  ITte  U  S.  State  Depart¬ 


ment  announced  April  3  it 
would  not  forward  congres- 
sionally  approved  money  to 
the  U.N.  Population  Fund  be¬ 
cause  of  its  partnership  with 
a  Chinese  population-control 
program  that  includes  forced 
abortions  and  sterilizations. 

The  new  HHS  rule  does  not 
explicitly  block  states  feom 
providing  Title  X  funds  to 
abortion  providers.  Instead, 
it  bats  states  from  basing  the 
selection  of  a  recipient  orga¬ 


nization  on  anything  other 
than  'its  abilitv-  to  provide 
Title  X  services.* 

As  a  result,  slates  are  unable 
to  block  fumls  from  going  to 
organizatioas  simply  because 
tb«ri'  provide  ahortioas.  ritle 
X  is  Uie  federal  program  that 
provides  money  to  states  for 
family  planning  and  preventive 
health  services. 

According  to  federal  law,  Ti¬ 
tle  X  funds  cannot  be  used  for 
the  performance  of  abortions.
